Local members predominate 


Though nominally the annual sum- 
mer convention of the society, transpor- 
tation conditions made it largely a local 
meeting. Most of the 726 registrants were 
from Southern California, the remainder 
being from scattered points on the Pa- 
cific Coast. Keynote of the meeting was 
sounded in the opening session by Julian 
Hinds, president, Los Angeles Section, 
who said: “You were invited to this war- 
time meeting for one purpose—to work.” 

Ezra B. Whitman, president, reported 
the society to be in a healthy condition 
with a membership now nearing 19,000. 
Technical activities, he said, are slowed 
by having nearly 25 percent of the mem- 
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bership in the armed forces. Of members 
in uniform, 96 percent are officers. He 
emphasized the need for maintaining 
professional standing. 

A stirring address on “Engineer Con- 
struction in a Theater of War” by Maj. 
Gen. Eugene Reybold, Chief of Engi- 
neers, U. S. Army, pointed out that 
nearly the entire globe is now a possible 
“theater of war.” He portrayed the all- 
important part played by engineers in 
modern warfare. “This is an engineers 
war” he said. “Engineering equipment, 
moving on engineering transportation, 
bringing up to the front equipment and 
supplies from industries built by engi- 
neers, has turned the tide of war.’ The 
preparatory construction program cost- 
ing $11,000,000,000 has now been 90 
percent completed but there is a demand 
for engineers in the city ergineer and 
city manager class to operate the works 
built. Citing almost miraculous achieve- 
ments of engineer troops and seeing in- 
evitable victory, he never-the-less warned 
that “our major job is ahead.” 


Surveying and mapping 


The term “photogrammetry” was de- 
fined by Leon T. Eliel, vice-president, 
Fairchild Aerial Surveys, as the scien- 
tific development of aerial photography 
that begins where the product ceases to 
be a picture and becomes an accurate 
map. By way of citing recent progress in 
this field, Mr. Elie] said that the Ameri-

Work on Navy facilities for repair 
and construction nears completion 


The $425,000,000 represents the cost 
of piers, dredging, shops, shipways, utili- 


Practically total completion in a few 
weeks of a $900,000,000 program of 
facilities for shipbuilding and repair is 
expected by the Navy’s Bureau of Yards 
and Docks, which handles construction 
of all public works and utilities at naval 
shore establishments. As part of the 
job of creating the facilities for con- 
structing the greatest fleet in the world, 
the Bureau has undertaken shipbuilding 
and repair facilities aggregating $425,- 
000,000—installations just for Naval es- 
tablishments alone. This program is 
more than 85 percent complete. 
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ties and other yard facilities. This is 
exclusive of collaterial facilities such as 
barracks for crews of ships undergoing 
overhaul, dispensaries, cafeterias, offices, 
administration buildings and labor board 
structures, schools, Jaboratories and se- 
curity items—all necessary to a ship- 
building and repair facility. It also is 
exclusive of the $511,000,000 drydock 
program, which is primarily for the 
servicing and repair of ships, as an- 
nounced on April 2 last. 
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members. Sharply in contrast with early 
aerial photographs, he said, modern 
photogrammetry produces maps to any 
desired scale, with any required degree 
of accuracy and with contours plotted 
from known control points. 

Alfred Jones, Los Angeles County sur- 
veyor and county engineer, described a 
5-year county mapping project completed 
with the aid of numerous agencies within 
the county, co-operating through a joint 
committee. The project began with a 
primary triangulation network. Accuracy 
standards higher than those required by 
the U. S. Coast and Geodetic Survey 
were adopted and much special equip- 
ment was developed, such as core drills 
with which to set markers under street 
pavements, trailers for city use, a rod 
with a level bubble for centering invar 
tape tripods and a theodolite mounting 
for use on building parapets. 

The local sections conference devoted 
special attention to employer-employee 
relationships and to junior forum activi- 
ties. On the latter topic widely different 
experience was reported. In cities where 
the younger men have prospect of perma- 
nent employment the forum idea pros- 
pers: but even where large numbers of 
younger men are grouped, if their stay 
is uncertain, less than 3 percent have 
shown an interest. 


Stream debris problems 


Problems arising from debris car- 
ried down in flood runoff from mountain 
watersheds were outlined in a paper by 
Paul Baumann, assistant chief engineer, 
Los Angeles County Flood Control Dis- 
trict, who cited extremely heavy debris 
deposition in streams of the San Gabriel 


range. Rainfall is heavy, ranging up to 
25.83 in. in 24 hr. (Jan. 22, 1943, on 


Big Santa Anita) and debris production 
from small water sheds can be as great 
as 100,000 cu.yd. per square mile (La 
Crescenta area after fire had denuded 
the watershed).

Support for camouflage nets 


A feature of the structural division 
meeting was a paper on protective con- 
cealment of large industrial plants by 
the garnished netting method, presented 
by Stephenson B. Barnes, consulting 
structural engineer, who pointed out that 
structural design of the complex sys- 
tems supporting these networks requires 
competent designers and is in no wise 
the function of artists. Wire rope net- 
works with spans of 250 ft. or more are 
planned with provision for wind loads 
and wet and dry deadloads. A trouble- 
some “flutter” tendency must be damped 
out by guys or by timbers that serve as 
small stiffening trusses. 

To avoid telltale sags, he said, the net- 
ting is sometimes suspended on a sec- 
ondary cable system. Wire rope is used 
in sizes up to 15% in., with strengths of 
100,000 to 200,000 Ib. per sq.in. Often 
the safety factor is only two. Fittings 
that have been specially developed for 
this service include pole caps, turn- 
buckles, clevices, plates with fins and a 
novel combination shackle and thimble 
called a “shimble.” 

Stretch and sag in wire rope networks 
require careful determinations; and con- 
nections, especially to buildings, must 
be analyzed for unbalanced loadings re- 
sultant from broken cables. Many com- 
plex combinations of cables and sup- 
ports, such as inclined end poles and 
vertical backstays or two inclined poles 
with ties to a concrete deadman require 
analysis. Wind effects on netting weigh- 
ing only 1 lb. per sq.ft. may cause ver- 
tical loads of 75 to 100 tons on corner 
poles. 

Discussion of Mr. Barnes’ paper by 
Richard W. Ware, structural engineer, 
dealt with “floating gussets,” improved 
design for anchors, shackles and other 
fittings as well as a method of determin- 
ing necessary thicknesses of bearing 
plates for pole tops.

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Robert Spurr Weston, 
sanitary engineer, dies 


Robert Spurr Weston, consulting en- 
gineer, Boston, died July 29, age 74. 

A graduate of Amherst in 189], Mr. 
Weston was one of the few surviving 
engineers who had a part in the early 
scientific studies of mechanical filters for 
water purification. He was well known 
for his engineering work in the water 
supply, stream pollution, sewerage and 
industrial waste treatment fields. His 
early work was in the famous Lawrence 
Experiment Station in Massachusetts. 
Later, 1896-97 he was with George W. 
Fuller at the Louisville (Ky.) Filtration 
Experiment Station. The following year 
he entered private practice as a consult- 
ing sanitary engineer at Boston. One of 
his early engagements was as resident 
expert for experiments conducted by the 
Sewerage and Water Board of New 
Orleans. In 1916 Mr. Weston became 
associated with George A. Sampson un- 
der the name of Weston and Sampson. 
which continued until his death.

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Shasta transmission line 
to be built by U. S. bureau 
The 


Bureau of Reclamation has an- 
nounced that it will advertise for bids 
in the near future for construction 
of the 98-mile, 230-kv. transmission line 
from Shasta Dam to Oroville, as part of 
of the Central Valley project in Calli- 
fornia. The line will serve as an outlet 
for 150.000-kw. of energy to be available 


when the Shasta hydro-electric plant be- 


gins producing power about March, 
1944. It will serve numerous war plants. 


With a $10,000,000 carryover from its 
fiscal 1943 appropriation, the bureau is 
ready to go ahead so far as money is con- 
cerned, despite the fact that the Congress 
cut $1,500,000 out of the $1,900,000 asked 
for the transmission line in the Depart- 
ment of the Interior Appropriation bill 
for 1944, leaving only $400,000 in the 
bill as finally enacted, to cover cost of 
building the line from the generating 
plant to the Shasta substation, a distance 
of about 25 miles. 

Despite all this, however, the question 
is not yet definitely settled as to who is 
going to own the line to Oroville. 
Carl Hayden (of Arizona) has promised 
to ask again for approval of the addi- 
tional $1,500,000 needed to build the line 
from the Shasta substation to Oroville. 
The issue is mainly one of principle as 
to whether or not it comes within the 
jurisdiction of the Bureau of Reclama- 
tion to construct and operate high ten- 
sion lines. It is expected that the new 
bill will be so worded that the principle 
of such public enterprise will stand or 
fall with the vote on the appropriation. 

The Central Valley Project had been 
given over-all approval by Congress in 
1942, and the Bureau of Reclamation in 
proceeding with construction of the high- 
tension line is taking the stand that the 
line is included in the over-all approval. 

The Bureau has announced that all 
equipment for the line has been pur- 
chased, that much of it is already on 
the ground; and that right of way has 
been procured for a_ considerable 
distance. 

The bureau is negotiating with the 
Pacific Gas & Electric Co. for the pur- 
chase of Shasta Dam power.

Plan Louisiana-Kentucky 
natural gas pipeline 


It was reported from Washington re- 
cently, that the Federal Power Commis- 
sion is willing to authorize the Tennes- 
see Gas & Transportation Co., to con- 
struct and operate a 20-in. natural-gas 
pipe line from Louisiana to Kentucky, 
provided the company can obtain the 
necessary materials and finance the con- 
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struction and operation. A hearing has 
been set for Sept. 8 at which the com- 
pany will be given an opportunity to 
show its ability to finance the line, to 
get adequate supplies of gas, and to 
obtain authorization from the War Pro- 
duction Board for the required priority 
materials,

After a two-year tour in Wilmington, 
Reybold was shifted to the Memphis 
office as district engineer. It was there 
that he first came into the public eye 
with his handling of the 1937 flood. 
Early in the flood, while the crest was 
still at Cincinnati and while Washington 
was issuing soothing statements, Rey- 
bold made headlines by predicting a 
superflood and insisting on the evacu- 
ation of women and children from Cairo. 
For weeks, Reybold personally followed 
the crest down the river. All records for 
the Memphis district were surpassed in 
the 1937 flood, and Cairo came within 
a few inches of being inundated. But the 
crest went through without disaster. 
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Then Reybold was 
colonel and was made a division engi- 
neer in the southwestern division, where 
he had charge of development of the 
comprehensive flood control plans for 
the Arkansas and White rivers. This 
involved laying out projects with a total 
cost of $430.000.000. 

In 1940 Reybold went to Washington 
to spend a year as Assistant Chief of 
Staff for G-4 (supply). A year later, 
in August, 1941, he was appointed Chief 
of Engineers with the rank of major 
general. Since then, Reybold has seen 
war break out, has seen the corps be- 
come, for the first time, the central con- 
struction agency of the Army with the 
transfer to it of the Quartermaster con- 
struction division, and has been in 
charge of the largest construction pro- 
gram in history. 

The construction industry of the 
country has not had the close contact 
with Reybold that it has had with pre- 
vious engineer chiefs. Necessarily, he 
has devoted the bulk of his attention to 
the military and overseas activities of 
the corps, leaving domestic construction 
largely to Major General Thomas M. 
Robbins, Assistant Chief of Engineers. 

Gen. Reybold is a big man—about six 
feet three—can pound a desk and can 
use forceful language that is noteworthy 
even in the Corps of Engineers. But he’s 
not ponderous, is light on his feet, and 
has maintained an athletic figure despite 
the fact that his only exercise is week- 
end golf. Most week-ends in the sum- 
mer, he can be found at Washington’s 
Columbia Country Club. He _ goes 
around in the 70s or 80s, usually with 
Maj. Gen. J. H. Burns of Lend-Lease 
and Maj. Gen. W. D. Styer, assistant to 
Lt. Gen. Somervell, Commanding Gen- 
eral, Army Service Forces. 

Sociable and friendly by nature, a 
man who calls Congressmen by their 
first names, the general, though decisive 
enough, is no martinet. His subordinates 
get a chance to express their opinions, 
and he is liked as well as respected in 
the corps.

I’m spending the Fourth of July in a 
mild, isolated spot in the western Yukon. 
The only celebration is an occasional 
blast in a rock quarry up the road a ways. 

Picking up my notes from my last re- 
port; I made another trip to Skagway, 
also by freight, but in the private car 
of Col. Wilson. Here I finally found out 
just how high a war correspondent ranks 
in this army. I’m in the uniform of an 
officer, wearing no insignia of rank, which 
confuses the soldiers no end—they don’t 
know whether to salute. In the car that 
night were two colonels, a major and 
myself. Two nice beds were made up 
in the lounge, and two more were made 
up in two dinky upper berths that had 
only 18 in. headroom. At bedtime the 
command was: “Majors and correspond- 
ents upstairs, colonels take the beds.” 
That put me in my place I guess. Getting 
into that berth was an acrobatic stunt. 
I had to leap off a low stepladder, make 
a turn and flip sidewise into the berth, 
keeping the head low. 


Access to the oil fields 


Upon returning from Skagway I made 
a trip north of Teslin Lake along the 
new Canol road toward Norman Wells 
on the west slope of the mountains. 
Several army outfits are working on this 
job, some going way up on a winter 
trail this spring, isolated now except by 
air. We went to the head end of the first 
unit only. and at that had to walk in a 
couple of miles. Profitable day for me. 
as I lost a wrist watch and a trench 
coat. An interesting trip, though, and I 
saw some tough roadbuilding. 


Work pushed on road to Haines 


Back to Whitehorse and then 108 miles 
west along the Alcan to the north end of 
the new road being built as a connec- 
tion to the seacoast at Haines. below 
Skagway. Col. “Rusty” Lyons. who com. 
manded the 340th Engineers last year 
on the Teslin-Watson Lake section of the 
road, and now “mayor” of Whitehorse as 
post commander, was my guide. We went 
to the head end, where engineer troops 
are trying to break through to meet 
Foley Bros. working north from Haines. 
The head end is in tough going—a 
swamp full of rocks, where you can’t 
get at the swamp for the rocks and can’t 
get at the rocks for the swamp. The 
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boys have learned how to drain the wet 
country, and are fighting it through. 


Supplies delivered by air 


The head company had some wild 
tales to tell. They went in on a winter 
trail, becoming isolated with the thaw. 
They were supplied entirely by air, but 
for some time when the lakes were 
breaking up neither ski or pontoon planes 
could land, resulting in a serious shortage 
of rations and supplies. Finally a 
desperate effort was made to relieve their 
plight by dropping stuff from a plane. 
Here are the results of the first try: 
First pass over, the plane dropped mail. 
so the boys rushed out to get their long- 
delayed letters. Next pass the plane 
dropped a sack of bridge spikes. The 
bag broke and the spikes rained down on 
the mail-reading soldiers like shrapnel. 
The third pass was to drop an axle and 
several bearings, tied to a parachute for 
safety. The parachute ripped apart on 
the way down—they’re still digging in the 
muskeg for the bearings. On the fourth 
pass over the camp a side of beef was 
dropped; the pilot went back and re- 
ported he just missed the fuel dump—

John Watson Alvord dies, 
pioneer Chicago engineer 


John Watson Alvord, 82, pioneer Chi- 
cago engineer and senior member in the 
engineering firm of Alvord, Burdick & 
Howson of Chicago died at Douglas, 
Mich.. July 31. He was one of the last 
of the city engineers who designed the 
public improvements for the large subur- 
ban areas which now constitute a substan- 
tial part of Chicago. including Lake View 
on the north, the old town of Cicero on 
the west. and Hyde Park upon the south. 

Following the annexation of these 
areas to Chicago in the late 80’s, Mr. 
Alvord organized and conducted the 
surveys for the World’s Columbian Ex- 
position under the late Daniel H. Burn- 
ham. director of works, which coor- 
dinated and located the great number of 
building operations that made the famous 
“White City.” He served throughout this 
undertaking. In 1894, he entered private 
practice as a consulting engineer with 
headquarters at Chicago and in coop- 
eration with partners he has served up- 
wards of 300 municipalities, widely scat- 
tered throughout the United States, in 
matters particularly relating to public 
water supply and sewerage, including 
treatment plants for water and sewage in 
which he was one of the pioneers. He was 
largely concerned with the finances of 
water supply and the valuation of water 
works properties, and was frequently em- 
ployed as a member of appraisal boards 
in matters of valuation. 

Mr. Alvord served Chicago as a mem- 
ber of the Merriam Commission in 1910; 
member of the Flood Commission for 
Dayton, Ohio, which outlined the works 
for the protection of that city after the 
flood of 1913; member of the Citizens 
Terminal Plan Commission for Chicago 
in 1914; member of the State Board of 
Natural Resources and Conservation 
from 1918 until recently. During the 
first World War, he was Supervising En- 
gineer at Camp Grant. Ill., and through 
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cooperation with his partners engineered 
several other cantonments. He was also 
chief engineer of the U. S. Housing 
Corporation from 1917 to 1919. 

Mr. Alvord was past president of the 
American Water Works Association; 
honorary member, American Society of 
Civil Engineers; past president and 
honorary member, Western Society of 
Engineers; member, American Institute 
of Consulting Engineers; member, Insti- 
tution of Civil Engineers, Great Britain: 

In 1916, he founded and endowed 
the Washington Award for pre-eminent 
services in promoting the public welfare. 
administered by the Western Society of 
Engineers, which is conferred upon an 
especially worthy engineer annually on 
Washington’s birthday. 


Civil engineer heads firm 
taken over by government 


George W. Burpee, a partner in the 
consulting engineering firm of Cover- 
dale & Colpitts, New York. was elected 
president of its General Aniline and Film 
Corp. on July 28. Formerly controlled 
by the German dye interests. 97 percent 
of the stock now is vested in the U. S. 
Alien Property Custodian. William H. 
Coverdale, senior partner in the firm. 
also was elected a director of the cor- 
poration. 

Mr. Burpee is a native of Sheffield, 
N. B.. Canada, and a graduate of Bow- 
doin College in 1904 and Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology in 1906. His 
early engineering work was in railroad 
construction in New England, the South 
and West. From 1907 to 1921 he was 
with Westinghouse, Church, Kerr & Co. 
and Dwight P. Robinson & Co. on power 
plant construction and railroad valuation. 
In 1921 he joined the staff of Coverdale 
and Colpetts, becoming a partner in 
1924. He is a director of the American 
Society of Civil Engineers. 


British Columbia will 
build Alaska road link 


The province of British Columbia is 
prepared to build a road at once to con- 
nect the Pacific highway with the Alaska 
Highway at Watson Lake, Premier John 
Hart told a joint conference of busi- 
ness leaders from Washington and Ore- 
gon, and the Vancouver Board of Trade 
recently. 

The province will go ahead with the 
construction between Fort George, end 
of the present Pacific Highway extension 
into British Columbia, and Watson Lake, 
which is on the Alaska Highway, 
even if the United States Army or the 
Dominion of Canada turn the project 
down, Premier Hart said. 
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Some highway construction continues 
and more is planned for the future 


Highway projects essential to the war are still going forward and 
road work has a leading part in postwar plans. 


A considerable amount of road work 
in different parts of the United States and 
Canada is being completed, and many 
more projects are in the stage of very 
definite planning for the postwar period. 
Following is a summary of some of the 
leading projects in both classes: 


New Pennsylvania highway 


State route No. 930 of the Pennsylvania 
highway system has been relocated along 
the base of the cliff between Aliquippa 
and Monaca below Pittsburgh. This puts 
the new road within 12 ft. of the Pitts- 
burgh & Lake Erie R.R. tracks edging 
the Ohio River. The old high-level road 
was subject to slides and only one-way 
traffic had been permitted during the past 
two years. The new 3.3.-mile stretch has 
three lanes of 9-in. unreinforced concrete 
pavement, 33-ft. wide with 10-ft. should- 
ers. The new project gives high speed, 
modern alignment and modern grades; it 
is being built under preference ratings 
permitting little use of metal. Cross 
drains are of reinforced concrete. They 
discharge into wood flumes which carry 
the water down the long side slopes. 
Grades on the project are very flat, where- 
as those on the old ledge road were 
rolling and in some cases steep. 

The project makes available a modern 
highway on each side of the Ohio River 
from the Beaver River valley to Pitts- 
burgh, thus relieving pressure on the 
Ohio River Boulevard across the river. 
It also provides better access to war 
plants. The new roadway serves the 
Jones & Laughlin steel plant extending 
for several miles along the Ohio River at 
Aliquippa, and a number of other plants 
producing war materials at Monaca. 

Paving will be completed soon and 
construction will be fully completed in a 
few months. The contractor is S. J. 
Groves & Sons Co. of Minneapolis, Minn., 
working from their Ridgefield, N. J., 
headquarters. The contract is for $1,172.- 
714. 


The Philadelphia program 


Ten million dollars for the elimination 
of traffic bottlenecks and the building 
of access roads of military importance 
in Philadelphia has been provided for 
in the 1943-45 state budget. 

The Philadelphia program includes 
postwar and urgent wartime projects. 
The largest postwar job will be the wid- 
ening of approaches to the Delaware 
River bridge. 

Considered of immediate importance 
is a $1,000,000 access road to the munic- 
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ipal airport along the lines of Island 
Road, Essington and Passyunk Avenues, 
a second access road to the airport along 
the line of Island Road in a northeasterly 
direction from Tinicum Ave. to Buist 
Ave., and an access road to the Phila- 
delphia Navy Yard and the U. S. Quarter- 
master’s Depot in South Philadelphia. 


Road projects in Georgia 


Plans are being made for a four-lane 
$60,000,000 highway from the Tennessee 
line to Florida and for a similar artery 
along the Georgia Coast, State Highway 
Director Ryburn G. Clay disclosed July 
19. 

War conditions permitting, an effort 
will be made to complete the projects 
before the end of the present administra- 
tion. Financial assistance from the fed- 
eral government would be necessary. 

Clay said that Route 41 running from 
the Tennessee border near Chattanooga 
southward through Atlanta, Macon, Val- 
dosta and on to Florida, is the most heav- 
ily traveled road in the state and should 
be rebuilt into a four-lane highway like 
the present stretch from Atlanta to 
Marietta. He estimates the cost would be 
about $150,000 a mile, including plans to 
relocate and entirely reconstruct most of 
the highway. 

A similar project is considered for the 
coastal highway, stretching from a few 
miles north of Savannah to the Florida 
line and, according to Clay, this is the 
second most heavily traveled road in the 
state. Some of this work already has been 
done, including the building of the two 
bridges. Engineers are drafting plans for 
the construction of these superhighways 
as soon as war conditions permit. Post- 
war planning is now one of the chief 
functions of the department. 


Truck highway proposed 


A committee of the Fairfield, Conn., 
County Planning Association met recently 
to develop plans for the construction of a 
truck highway to connect with the pro- 
posed Pelham-Port Chester Parkway in 
Westchester County, N. Y. Wherever 
possible the highway will parallel the 
New Haven railroad tracks. Town offi- 
cials will discuss their recommendation 
with the state highway and country plan- 
ning officials. The general plan is that 
the highway will be a second link in cross 
country road building, the first having 
been the Merritt Highway which is now 
taking truck traffic as well as passenger 
car traffic, during the war.

Engineering News from the Battlefronts 


Attu—“While the battle for Attu was 
still going on, army bulldozers moved in 
behind the front lines and have been at 
work ever since,” says William L. Wor- 
den of the Associated Press. A network of 
roads which our engineers know is neces- 
sary to complete defense or even to live 
decently on the island is beginning to 
be pushed through. In the meantime 
docks also are being constructed. 

Among the things the Japanese never 
had on Attu were good telephone lines, 
decent drinking water, comfortable bar- 
racks, a usable airfield, and interior lines 
of communication. All these our army 
engineers have built or are building. 

The following editorial from the New 
York Times of July 29 speaks for itself. 
It was inspired by two photographs from 
Attu Island, one of which is reproduced 
in an adjoining column. 


BUILDERS AND WARRIORS 


Two photographs from the island of Attu 
in the Aleutians, where quite a number of 
Japanese recently spent their last vacations. 
catch the eye. One is a tent city, with a 
wooden store or something of the sort in the 
midst of it and a snowy mountain in the 
background. The other shows some bull- 
dozers shoving dirt around, down by the 
waterfront. These things look familiar. After 
a moment one sees why. The tent city is 
Nome during the gold rush, or Tonopah in 
winter, if preferred. The bulldozers are any 
construction job with water in it—a TVA 
dam, for instance. This happens to be part 
of a war, but the pictures show the sort of 
jobs outdoor Americans have been working 
at for many years in time of peace. 

It is the hard but not the unhappy side of 
war. It makes one see that killing and 
destroying are not all that brings victory. 
Indeed, by themselves, they might not take 
us far. It is because we are good at building 
that we can have confidence, both now and 
for a future time. Who hasn’t thrilled at a 
construction job going smoothly forward? A 
skyscraper soaring in a city with traffic mov- 
ing all the while around it, a big bridge, a 
dam, a highway—it doesn’t matter what. The 
hearty courage that makes these achieve- 
ments possible can also be used in combat. 
But it was developed in peace and it will sur- 
vive after it is no longer needed in war.

South Pacific—Army Engineer survey 
parties in the South Pacific theater are 
pathfinders. Their usual method of travel 
is by plane, parachute, and on foot. In 
selecting sites for airfields in northern 
Australia, engineer surveyors often bail 
out of reconnaissance planes over a likely 
looking spot, complete their analysis of 
the site on the ground, then travel on 
foot back to the nearest base. 

In New Guinea, engineer working 
parties, oftentimes far forward in areas 
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theoretically under Japanese control, 
were supplied by low-flying cargo planes 
which bombed them with packages of 
food and equipment. The jungle growth 
effectively broke the fall of the supplies. 
The bombardier’s aim, however, had to 
be superior, since a miss of a few hun- 
dred yards in that rugged jungle was as 
good as a mile.

Most hardwoods and most one-inch 
boards of all species have been placed on 
the list of “materials insufficient for essen- 
tial war and industry needs” by the War 
Production Board.

To encourage the construction of pri-

plied for since Feb. 10. Sales must be 
consumated within 15 days after final 
inspection by F.H.A. 

Remaining units cannot be sold until 
after two months’ rental occupancy, and 
then at the option of the tenant. For- 
merly, all such privately financed war 
housing could not be sold until after four 
months’ rental. 

Other changes include reconsideration 
of established rents if unforeseen addi- 
tional costs are incurred during construc- 
tion, rental for garage space, and addi- 
tion to the rental charge of actual cost, 
on a pro rata basis, of gas and electricity 
supplied tenants.
